The decision arrived at was to re- 
ject the appeal, and a reply of this 
character will be sent to Minister Wu 
to be forwarded to Li Hung Chang. 

The moving cause for this action Is 
that this government is at present very 
much in the dark as to whether there is 
any existing government in China. With 
the capital in the hands of the allies, the 
emperor and empress dowager fugitives 
in hiding and the entire governmental 
fabrig paralyzed, there is no evidence of 
an authority adequate to conduct nego- 
tiations and secure results which will be 
fina] and binding. 

It was stated by members of the cabi- 
net that the Chinese establishment, in- 
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stead of being a government, appears to 
be an enormous headless affair without 
knowledge of what is for its best good 
and without power to enforce its wishes. 
With the recognized ruler in flight, no one 
seems to know who, if anybody, is direct- 
ing its affairs. 


As China is an absolute monarchy, 


without any legislative branch, the em- 


peror and empress dowager are all-power- 
ful, and practically they are the empire 
ef China. Under the present remarkable 
conditions the United States will act with 
caution in what steps it may take toward 
a solution of ‘thé pending problems. In 
the meantime there is reason to believe 
that the United States and ail the powers 
interested will keep their armed forces 
on the ground so that order may be main- 
tained and at least a semblance of stable 
government brought out of the existing 
chaos. 
Diplomatic Reply to Viceroys. 

The reply of this government to the ap- 
peal of the viceroys of Nanking and Hu- 
nan that no indignities be offered the em- 
peror and empress dowager is a formal 
acknowlecgement of the receipt of the 
communication with the satisfactory as- 
surance that no indignity would be offer- 
ed the persons of their majesties. 

This reply is couched in the polite lan- 
guage of diplomacy, but it' is understood 
that this does not in any way commit 
the government to refrain from imposing 
on the emperor and empress dowager 
any penalty that subsequently might be 
decided upon in case it is proved that 
they were directly responsible ‘for the 
recent atrocities. 

This question of fixing responsibility 
where it belongs and imposing any pun- 
ishment that may be deemed fitting has 
not received any formal consideration as 
yet. The answer with which the two 
viceroys’ appeal is met accordingly is a 
diplomatic assurance that the rights of 
the emperor and empress dowager will 
be protected, but does not impose any 


barrier to a proper punishment, such as 


may be sanctioned by civilized usages for 
any offense which hereafter may be held 
to call for an ccounting.

The entire message was be- 
fore the cabinet and the portion not given 
out doubtless refers to questions of pol- 
icy and to Chinese internal affairs, upon 
which the minister speaks as the adviser 
of the government, rather than as the 
medium of communicating actual occur- 
rences.

Trend of the Powers. 

Washington, August 21:—It was stated 
tonight that the reply of this government 
to the appeal of Li Hung Chang for a 
cessation of hostilities and the appoint- 
ment of a peace commissioner has not yet 
been transmitted to the viceroy. 

It is suggested in diplomatic circles 
that the delay is probably for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the trend of opinion 
of the other foreign powers, inasmuch 
as the presumption is an identical appeal 
made.to all of them. 

There has been some public discussion 
of a leave of absence for, Minister Conger 
so that he may have an opportunity to re- 
cuperate from the trying experiences of 
the past two months. 

It is said, however, that no sugges- 
tion of a leave of absence for the min- 
ister has yet been made to the state 
department, although the officials express 
the. opinion that he is entitled to one.

He Secured to Confederates Their 
Citizenship Without an Oath. 

St. Louis, August 21.—Judge John Cfom- 
well Orrick. ex-speaker of the Missouri 
house of representatives, who was chief- 
y instrumental in restoring the ballot 
to secessionists in M'tssouri without com- 
pelling them to take the oath of loyalty, 
died today at his residence after an ill- 
ness of nearly five years. 

Mr. Orrick was a prominent attorney 
before his heaith failed and for many 
years was the law partner of General 
John W. Noble, the firm being dissolved 
shortly before General Noble went to 
Washington as secretary of the interior 
under President Harrison. 

In the republican caucus of the conven- 
tion of 1870 Mr. Orrick presented a res- 
Olution which afterward became an 
amendment. to the state constitution re- 
Storing the rights of citizenship to all 
male citizens who had been disfranchised 
On account of the service in the army of 
the confederacy. Before that ex-confed- 
erates had been compelled to take the 
omth of allegiance before being permitted 
to vote, Mr. Orrick’s widow 1s the 
daughter of Mrs. Beverly Allen, niece of 
General John Pope.

London, August 21.—For the first time 
since her life sentence was imposed elev- 
en years ago, Mrs. Florence Maybrick 
had a private interview with her counsel, 
Dr. Clark Bell, of New York, at Ayles- 
bury prison today, A portion of the time 
counsel gave up to a representative of 
the Associated Press, who, through the 
court and home was granted an oppor- 
tunity to talk to the prisoner. Mrs, May- 
brick is indignant at the attacks made 
by The Liverpool Post on the late chief 
justice of England, Lord Russell of Kil- 
lowen, former counsel for the prisoner. 

“The only person up to the present 
who ever saw me alone,” she said to the 
Associated Press representative, “was 
the chief justice. When the assizes were 
here last February, Lord Russell came to 
the prison and asked to see Me as was 
his official right, irrespective of the home 
office or any one. When he wag starting 
he said: 

“ ‘Mrs. Maybrick, I am doing all in 
my power for your release. Whatever 
may happen, remember this—that if there 
is one man in England who believes in 
your innocence I am that man.’ 

“It was only by accident that I heard 
of Lord Russell’s death, for I have not 
seen @ newspaper for a decade, But I 
could not help but fee] that in his death 
I had lost my best friend It is an out- 
rage, in view of hig constant and untiring 
efforts and friendship for me, that he 
should be attacked now that he is dead. I 
fully appreciate and am giad of the 
chance to express my gratitude to some 
official in Washington and to my friends 
throughout America, and especially the 
ladies, for what they are doing. It is 
that alone which has upheld me all these 
years. I may have friends in England, 
too, and cannot but believe the time will 
soon come when these long years of eap- 
tivity will cease and I shall be restored to 
my mother and my

NEGROES ARE SUFFERING GREATLY 


Crazed by the Temperature, One Col- 
ored Man Ends His Life by 
Cutting His Throat from 
Ear to Ear—Heat Over 
the Country. 


Charleston, 8. C., August 21.—(Special.)— 
There were six prostrations from heat in 
Charleston today, four of.which proved 
fatal, a fifth death being added by suicide 
caused by the intense heat. The temper- 
ature got to 99 degrees and has been 
near this point for forty-eight hours. The 
heat has been oppressive and there is 
much suffering generally. Among the 
poor the heat is being seriously felt and 
reports from the sea islands, where hun- 
dreds of negroes live, show that the 
death rate is heavy. The negroes are too 
poor to get proper treatment and there- 
fore fall easy victims to disease brought 
on by the hot weather. 

Thomas Heyward, a negro, committed 
suicide here tonight by cutting his throat 
from ear to ear with a razor.

AN APPEAL MADE TO COURTS 


’Thankful Baptist People Seem To

OLD PREACHER RULED WIS WAY 


Leading Negro Chuch in Hill City 
Dragged Into Litigation by 
(Disagreement. 


Rome, Ga., August 21.—(Special.)—Rev. 
J. G. Poindexter, pastor of Thankful 
Baptist church, one of the wealthiest and 
most influential colored churches in the 
city, is having a stormy time in the past 
few months of his pastorate. The culml- 
nation of his troubles came late Saturday 
night, when the opposition to Poindexter 
secured an injunction from Judge Henry 
preventing the pastor from hoiding ser- 
vices Sunday, as it was alleged that ‘‘dis- 
order and riot’’ would be precipitated if 
Poindexter attempted tw conduct the 
meeting. 

Trouble has been brewing in this church 
‘for a year past.-Poindexter, who hay 
served as pastor for ten years, gaincé the 
enmity and open opposition of a certain 
element in his church by proceedings 
which they believed inimical to the insti- 
tution’s welfare. This opposiffon was 
smali at first, but the iron hand with 
which Poindexter ruled affairs graduaily 
made adherents for this force until] it 
finally became so powerful that it dispos- 
sessed him of the pastorate. 

Some months ago Poindexter precipita- 
ted the rupture in his church by refusing 
the use of the building for the funera! of 
one of his members, who had made a re- 
quest on his deathbed for another pastor 
to conduct the obsequies. Poindexter iock- 
ed the church, and positively refused its 
use. There was a bitter storm among :he 
colored folk, and some of the pastor's 
strongest frignds deserted him, because

HAS NOT BEEN RUN TO EARTH. 


Flags of the Allies Are Now Floating 
Over Imperial Palace. 
London, August 22.—3:55 pnp. m.—In the 
news that reaches London this morning 
direct from China there is nothing tc 
confirm the report that the empress dow- 
ager has been run to earth. The foreign 
envoys, according to the Shangha! cor- 
respondent of The Daily Express, are 
proceeding to Tien Tsin. The same cor- 
respondent avers that the sacred city was 
entered August 15th, two days earlier

“The flags of the allies.”” says the 
Shanghai correspondent of The Daily 
Mail, wiring yesterday, ‘‘are now floating 
over the imperial palace.

POPULISTS AR 
STILL DWIDED 


Some Doubt Whether Stevenson 
Will Be Accepted 


HIS FRIENDS =—NUMERDUS 


Populist Leadess Contend They Must 
Have a Candidate, 


BUTLER AMONG THE DISGRUNTLED 


While Less Than a Majority of Com- 
mittee Are Pledged to Stevenson, 
the Outlook Is Favorable 
to His Acceptance in 
Place of Towne. 


Chicago, August 21.—The latest reports 
received here indicate that the populist 
national committee, which is to meet 
here on the 28th instant, may not be as 
harmonious as was predicted when the 
executive committee was in session here 
early in the month. The meeting is called 
for the purpose of selecting a candidate 
for vice president. 

When Mr. Towne declined the nomina- 
tion of the populists it was generally 
supposed that Mr. Stevenson would re- 
ceive the populist indorsement by general 
consent. The correspondence which has 
taken place among the members of the 
national committee of that party since 
the meeting of the executive committee 
makes it plain that this result, while 
apparently still probable, will not be ac- 
complished without a struggle. 

Indeed, it is understood that many of 
the leaders of the party are strongly 
urging that the committee shall name an 
independent candidate. Those who take 
this position include a majority of the 
officers of the national committee, among 
them being Chairman Butler and Treas- 
urer Washburne, who are pronounced in 
their views. 

Another Candidate Is Wanted. 

Vice Chairman Edmiston ts also said to 
incline toward the opinion that wisdom 
demands that the populists have a can- 
didate of their ‘own in the field. Secre- 
tary Edgerton is credited with being the 
only officer of the organization who is 
friendly to the indorsement of Mr. Ste- 
venson’s candidacy. : 

Mr. Stevenson’s friends claim that Ed- 
gerton is working effectively in their be- 
half. The best canvass of the committee 
they have been able to make causes them 
to feel hopeful of the result. Still, those 
now committed to this course are consid- 
erably below a’ majority in numbers. 

Senator Butler and others who agree 
with him contend that it would be 
suicidal for their party not to have a 
candidate of their own political faith in 
the field. They also hold that unless 
there is a populist candidate for second 
place many populist votes will be driven 
from Mr. Bryan. 

The national committee has full power 
to act, in accordance with the instruc- 
tions of the Sioux Falls convention, and 
it is presumed its decision, when made, 


will be final.

not be selfish. It is all right for the head 
of the trust to vote the republican ticket 
and contribute to the campaign fund, but 
if I tell the man who pays the dividends 
that he ought to lock out for his own 
interests the republican party says I am 
bringing the appeal down to too low a 
level.

Solicitude Not Reciprocal. 


‘Tf the republicans won't look out for 
your int2rests, why need you look out for 
the republican party’s interests?’ 

“There are republicans who were de- 
ncvncing the trusts when the republican 
party got in and then there were more 
trvsts organized under the republican 
adrrinistration during the last three and 
a half years than were organized in the 
previous history of the country and they 
are now trying to make themselves think 
it is good. They have had to change 
thefr opinion as fast as the republican 
party changed its position. 

‘‘Let me give vou a recent illustration. 
When Mr. McKinley sent his message to 
ccrgress saying it was our plain duty to 
give free trade to Porto Rico those re- 
putlicans walked on the _ streets and 
echced ‘plain duty.’ Then something hap- 
pened. Some power behind the throne 
began to work. We have never. been able 
to Iccate it exactly, but we know of this 
pcwer just as we do of a tornado, by its 
effects. This power overrode the recom- 
nendation of the governor general of 
Pcrto Rico; this power overrode the pe- 
tition of the people of Porto Rico; this 
power overrode the chairman of the com- 
mittee on ways and means and compelled 
him to bring in a bill directly the oppo- 
site of the bill he first introduced; this 
power overrode the president and made 
him sign the bill when he said !t was our 
plain duty to do the opposite and the re- 
publicans have to turn somersaults and 
say ‘it is our plain duty to deny what was 
cur plain duty before.’ It was last De- 
cember when the president said, ‘plain 
duty,’ and it was after that that you men

Commercialism and Politics. 


An article printed in The Independ- 
ent upon “Commercialism and Politics’”’ 
draws a sad picture of conditions 
Which exist in public affairs, national, 
state and municipal. 

The author is Mr. Bird S. Coler, 
Comptroller of the city of New York, 
whose views, terse and to the point, 
cannot be improved upon. Says Mr.

When in the course of a public investi- 
gation some months ago a prominent poll- 
tical leader said: “IJ am working for my 
own pocket all the time,’’ he told in a 
terse phrase of unvarnished truth the ex- 
act condition of modern politics in the 
great cities of the United States. By hun- 
areds and thousands of men who are to- 
day classed as good and honest citizens, 
politics for revenue is regarded as a busi- 
ness, just as legitimate and honorable 
as the buying and selling of dry goods or 
groceries. 

Few men enter modern politics for fame 
or honor. They are working for their 
own pockets al] the time. 

When a powerful! political organization, 
known as a ‘“‘machine,’”’ gets control of 
the government of a city or state, and 
holds on year after year, overcoming all 
opposition, there can be but two reasons 
for such a condition. One is that the 
‘machine’ provides governmeiut go fair 
and economical that the citizens object to 
a change, and the other is that the gov- 
ernment is corrupt and that a majority 
of the voters either directly or indirectly 
share the profits of that corruption, When 
the favors of government are for sale few 
men are too honest to buy them. If Mer- 
chant Brown can use a sidewalk for a 
storehouse, saving thereby much time and 
rent. he will pay a little blackmal] for 
the privilege and silence his conscience 
with the argument that Merchant Jones 
would do the same thing and thereby be 
able to undersell honest competitors. 

It is‘ an accepted and’ universally prac- 
ticed theory among practical politicians 
that, conditions being equal. all offices 
and favors of government should go to 
members or friends of the party in power. 
The public business need uot suffer from 
a fair and honest application of this sys- 
tem, but when commercialism has invaded 
politics it. is an easy matter to make 
conditions sufficiently equal to justify 
favors to particular persons. In the mat- 
ter of contracts, for illustrations. it is 
never a difficult problem to have the 
specifications so drawn that the work or 
the trade can be placed where it will do 
the most good for the pocket of the party 
or the men In power. 

The chief beneficiaries of commercialism 
in pclitics owe their immunity from ex- 
posure and punshment to the avarice and 
selfishness of human nature, There are 
men in New York and others in almost 
every large city in the country receiving 
large incomes from the business of sell- 
ing political favors who would resent as 


dishonest. They have simpiy engaged in 
the business of politics a? are making 
out of it what they can. With the trade 
of such men it igs not an easy matter to 
say where business ends and blackmail 
begins. 

With an unscrupulous and corrupt, po- 
litical party or organization in absolute 
control of every department of govern- 
ment in a great city like New York, 
every inhabitant, from the millionaire 
banker or manufacturer to the penniless 
bootblack or newsboy on the street, can 
be forced to recognize the power of com- 
mercialism in politics. The secret chan- 
nels through’ which favorg and punish- 
ments may be conveyed are beyond the 
reach of investigation or exposure. 

Tecay the business between corpora- 
tions and corrupt politicians is transacted 
directly by the men who have legislation 
to s€éll and those who have the money, or 
stock, with which to buy. If the owner- 
ship of every share of stock of the cor- 
porationg of any great state of the union 
could be exposed there would follow a 
politica] revgjution in that state. 

If we had proper and honest state in- 
spection of corporations, many politicians 
would be compelled to retire to private 
life. Corporations that trade stock for 
political favors would not care ‘9 publish 
a list of the actual holders of their stock. 
The conscience of a politician can thrive 
on subterfuge and faise reasoning and he 
can speculate in the stock of a friendly 
corpcration while boasting that he is a 
faithful public servant. 

No man can grow rich on the salary of 
any public office in this country, and 
whenever a public offiger accepts chances 
to earn money By reason of the place he 
holds or the power he wields. he has en- 
tered the commercialism of politics, and 
the end of that business is dishonesty and 
moral bankruptcy. This business of 
trading political favors and government 
aid for individual wealth is bad for state 
or city, bad for individuaj ctizenship, and 
unless it is checked it is going to lead 
speecily to disastrous results for all con- 
cerned. : 

This terrible arraignment of a con- 
dition which so generally exists can 
only be checkeq when arrogance over- 
does itself, and invites the vengeance 
of outraged taxpayers. 
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Carpet Bagism an Issue. 


It is very clear that carpet-bagism 
in Cuba will figure to some extent 
among the campaign issues. The Neely

the administration and its supporters 
to prevent the trial of the man who 
was engaged in looting the Cuban 
treasury. :

All the symptoms go to show that 
the Neely case is the smallest part of 
the Cuban scandal. The carpet-baggers 
have not only got in their work. but 
they are still getting it in.

A New Englander Talks. 

Editor Constitution—As a native of old 
New England and a descendant of Puri- 
tan ancestors: who came to this country 
in 16538, I want to give you and your 
southern friends an idea of my feelings 
with regard to that phase of the negro 
question that has to do with criminal as- 
saults, rioting, burning and lynching. 

It is the honest opinion of most south- 
ern folk that every man, woman and 
child in the section of our republig geo- 
graphically styled New England is a 
negro-Phile, therefore a southern Phobe, 
and a justifier of everything African, 
from a Sam Hose affair to the calm, 
good work of Booker Washington. Such 
an opinion is based upon ignorance and 
indifference. I can recall without much 
casting about of mind a hundred New 
England men and women of my acquaint- 
ance, young and old, who have very, pro- 
found and pronounced feelings with re- 
gard to the negro, whether he be of the 
south or of the north. These friends, all 
of good station, share my views upon the 
matter and their opinion is mine. For 
instance, when the news was spread in 
the north regarding that arch fiend, Hose, 
the burning of him and the other details 
of him, these people did not at once pass 
judgment upon the whole southern peo- 
ple, nor, indeed, upon the whole negro 
race; but, instead, they calmly reviewed 
the facts, and while they deprecated in 
general the assumption of law and its ad- 
ministration by armed, frenzied mobs, 
they declared that any man, of what- 
ever color, who should so0 completely 
beastalize himself was worthy no finer 
sentiment nor no fitter punishment than 
that which befell this black beast in hu- 
man form. 

The feelings of these few friends of m‘ne 
are not solely their feelings, nor my 
feelings, but if the truth could be had, 
this feeling of trite punishment fitiing 
the crime lurks in the breast of every 
fond mother and in the heart of every 
true man in country, city and towa of 
New England. 

When the news came of the rioting in 
New Orleans, and the death of a icw 
blacks and a feW whites, and when it be- 
came Known that the riot started by the 
hand of a lawless black, did these friends 
of the south in the east visit indignation 
and reviling upon. the entire southern 
peoole? Not so! While they again ~felt 
certain regrets and deprecations, white 
pride, Anglo-Saxon pride, consanguinal 
pride entered their hearts, and they wish- 
ed that every black man who lifted his 
deadly nand against a white shoutd be 
visited with red punishment. 

When <he news of the riot in New York 
reached the ears of these’ New l[inzlana 
people, they were not at a loss for an ex- 
planation of the causes of the riot. They 
simply turned “back the pages of their 
diaries and looked at ths reasons for the 


New ‘Yrileans riot, and the reasons which. 


prompted this southern lynching and that 
southern burning, and they knew then 
why some white people in New York city 
visited a rather mild summary punish- 
ment upon some black folks. 

There is a certain negro-charmed white 
woman in Boston, of the name of Jewett. 
She calls herself the white negro. Suc- 
cess to her in her new relation, but the 
southern press may now, with selt- 
respect, take up her name, jn that they 
may, without lessening their dignity, sug- 
gest that, while on the way to New Or- 
leans, she stop in that great northern city, 
New York, the home of many negro sym- 
pathizers, .end less ‘han 20) miles from 
Boston, where she is organizing her in- 
vading forces. I trust the southern peo- 
ple and the southern press will 
Miss Jewett in her true light, and not 
take her too seriously, nor ascribe her 
views and utterances to the entire New 
England people, for, indeed and in truth, 
she is not taken very seriously save by 
newspapers reporters and correspondents, 
even in her own bailiwick, 

And last, but not least, it is the opinion 
of the best bred and most substantia! 
citizens of the east that it would be 
better, wiser and productive of more good 
if the other citizens of the east and of 
the north tend to their own matters and 
let their southern neighbors adjust theirs 
after their own style and in their own 
time. And the people of the east and the 
north will have plenty to do. 

Just now some of the newspapers of 
New York city are making puerile at- 
tacks upon the police force, upon Mr. 
Croker, gpon Tammany Hall. It is an 
outgrowth of the anti-negro riot of a 
few days ago. The Herald is particular- 
ly ambitious in its screeching. It wants 
to know why the police clubbed inoffen- 
sive negroes, and why the riot was not 
put down more promptly. It has taken 
under its wing a certain negro bell boy 
who was clubbed into submission by the 
police. It makés light of the fact that 
this negro of light skin went armed with 
a shooting iron and swore that he would 
kill the first white man that said boo 
to him. The first white man happened 
to be a police detective who searched him 
and found upon him a revolver, and who 
had to administer a locust rebuke before 
the colored gentleman could be made to 
understand that going about with pocket 
guns was against the law. And the fur- 
ther truth is if this particular colored 
unfortunate of police malignity had not 
been clubbed he would have laid the po- 
liceman low, as Policeman Thorpe was 
laid low, which killing was the cause of 
the anti-negro riot and the anti-negro 
feeling. 

Finally the négro is a negro whether 
in the north or in the south. There are

AFFAIRS OF STATE HANDLED 
BY SHIRT WAIST MEN 


By Jos: Ohl. 


Washington, August 21.—(Special.)—The 
shirt waist man has been in charge of 
the affairs of state during the greater 
part of the crises growing out of the 
troubles in China. With President Mc- 
Kinley at Canton and Secretary Hay up 
in New Hampshire, the conduct of affairs 
has been practically in the hands of two 
men, both of them devotees, in a greater 
or less degfee, to the new fad. Secretary 
of War Root sits coatless in his office 
during business hours and when, late in 
the afternoon, newspaper men gather in 
a body for the purpose of being put next 
to the meaning of the day’s developments, 
they invariably find the secretary in his 
shirt sleeves—calm, cool and collected. He 
affects black and white in his shirt waists, 
does the secretary of war, and for the 


most part the stripes on these garments. 


run up and down, Out of his office the 
secretary is not so free and easy in his 
raiment for he is never seen about the 
corridors of the big building except with 
his coat on. 


Not so, however, the man who, in the 
present crisis, is handling the affairs of 
the department of state. Assistant Sec- 
retary Adee is not only a shirt waist 
man, but he is perhaps the most enthus- 
lastic bicyclist in Washington official life, 
exceedng even Senator Chandler and Sen- 
ator Tillman in his devotion to the wheel. 
He goes farther than either of these 
Statesmen because he does not hesitate 
to wear proper bicycling togs. The re- 
sult is that the spectacle is presented in 
the corridor of the state, war and navy 
building and the secrets of state being 
carried about by a shirt waist man in 
knee breeches and white shoes. When 
Secretary Adee was constructed, the 
fashions evidently ran to spindle shanks, 
and the result fe that this eminent stu- 
dent and diplomatist is a little bit shy in 
his underpining. 

Whatever lack of attractiveness there 
may be at this end, however, is more 
than made up by a beautiful] suit of gin- 
ger-tan whiskers, the only ones that have 
ever dared aspire to a place in the James 
Hamilton Lewis class. Not, however, 
that even Mr. Adee has ever considered 
himself worthy a place beside that sar- 
torial wonder from the wild and wooly 
west. After Lewis was made the mold 
was destroyed and there can be no others. 
The assistant secretary of state likes his 
whiskers, but he has during the last 
thirty years, never found time to devote 
that attention to them which alone can 
achieve great results. His chief, the Hon. 
John Hay. has had more time on hié 
hands—but that is another story. Mr. 
Hay is up in New Hampshire and I am 
writing about Mr. Adee. 


It must not be understood that because 
Mr. Adee wears knick®rbockers, sports a 
shirt waist and has beautiful tan whisk- 
ers, he is at all given over to the frivol- 
ities of life. As a matter of fact, he is 
a very serious person and is probably the 
greatest student connected with the state 
department. He is one of the few men 
we have had in the diplomatic service 
who has been able to stay long enough to 
make himself of real value to the govern- 
ment. He probably knows more of the 
diplomatie history of the United States 
than any other man in public life. He 
has seen service in many different ca- 
pacities and has always made a good 
record, His first association with Secre- 
tary Hay was back in 1869, when both of 
them were at Madrid. 

Not a politician and therefore not in 
danger of being- chosen for a cabinet po- 
sition, there has been little opportunity 
for his worth to be recognized outside of 
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tics, and bad politics, at that. The Her-

Loyd Street and Central Avenue. 


Editor Constitutlion—From the report of 
council proceedings as to the change of 
the name of Loyd street. it might be 
inferred that I was a paid attorney for 
the property owners. 

I beg to dispel this idea by briefly stat- 
ing the facts. I was not the attorney of 
the residents or property owners, and 
was not paid for the service rendered. It 
was not a labor of love or for money. 
I did conceive the idea of the change in 
the name and suggested the new name. 
I drew the petition and, with my boys 
and Mr. R. M. Eubanks to assist me, 
with considerable effort procured the sig- 
natures of property owners 
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immediate offical circles—indeed, not out- 
side the state department itself—up to 
the present time, which is indeed Mr. 
Adee’s day in court. With the secretary 
of state and the first assistant secretary 
away, he has practically a free hand and 
the dispatches that are passing between 


this government and the other govern-" 


ments of the world bear the signature of 
“Alvey A. Adee.” It is not to be sup- 
posed, however, that these are the first 
important documents he has drawn. AS 
a matter of fact, most of the important 
state papers of the past decade have 
either been suggested by him or have 
been put in diplomatic language by him, 
There is not much danger of Mr. Adee’s 
giving away news which he should not. 
In addition to being very deaf, he has 
an impediment in his speech, and the com- 
bination somehow makes him a very hard 
man to get “next to.” Few of the men 
along newspaper row have been able to 
know him at all well and even his oldest 
friends have never been able to accuse 
him of being at all prolific in dispensing 
inside information. He is particularly re- 
ticent now and the result is that the seek- 
ers for the truth of the situation have to 


go to Secretary Root. The war secretary, 


be it said in his honor, sees no reason for 
unnecessary concealment and talks freely 
about those things which he thinks the 
public has a right to know. 


At the navy department, there is the 
same condition as prevails at the state 
department for Secretary Long is away 
and Acting Secretary Hackett, who is a 
new man to his position, is very chary 
about giving out information. Mr. Hack- 
ett is old-fashioned in his ideas and the 
advocates of dress reform have been un- 
able to make any headway at all with 
him. There are shirt waist men in the 
navy department, but they take great 
care in concealing the fact when they ap- 
proach either the assistant secretary or 
the chief of the bureau of navigation. 
Even newspaper men in shirt waists find 
themselves rebuked for their carelessness 
in presenting themselves coatless before 
the Macaievellian Crowninshield. 

At the war department the same thing 
holds to a certain extent. While the 
secretary sits in his room with his coat, 
if he has one, carefully concealed behind 
the door, Adjutant Gwuneral] Corbin, who 
occupies the next office, has proved a ter- 
ror to the. army officers and clerks who 
have dared present themselves coatless 
in his presence. ’'There have been but 
few of these, for the order to “‘get clothed 
and in their right minds’’ that was given 
these few was so peremptory as to imme- 
diately find its way into every nook and 
corner of the war department. Clerks 
work coatless; but the minute they leave 
their office to approach any of these su- 
periors, they immediately find it conven- 
ient to make themselves more presenta- 
ble. 


In the national capital, regarded in a 
more general sense, the shirt waist man 
has not been able to take the hold that 
he has in some other cities. Down on 
the avenue and on other business streets 
he is 
o’clock in the morning and up to 4 or 
in the afternoon, for during those hours 
there are few of the fair sex to be seen. 
The Washingtonian, you must know, is 
essentially gallant and even in business 
thoroughfares will not thrust himself 
coatless where ladies are_to be met.

LOSS ESTIMATED AT $30,000 
It Is Thought That Oe Insurance 
Will Cover the Loss. 


FIREMEN DID EXCELLENT += WORK 


The Flames Spread Rapidly and the 
Work of Fighting the Fire Was 
a Trying Task. 


About 11:30 o’clock last night fire broke 
Aut in the store occupied jointly by the 


King Hardware Company, at 51 and 63 
Peachtree street, almost totally destroy- 
ing the stock of furniture in the Crutcher 
Store, amounting to about $15,000, and 
greatly damaging the stock of hardware 
in the basement, invoiced recently at 
$100,000. All is said to be fully insured. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, as 
the place was supposed to be empty, the 
proprietors having left at 8 o’clock. and 
turning out all the lights and leaving 
nothing of a dangerous nature in the 
store. The fire originated on the second 
floor, which is occupied by parlor furni- 
ture and upholstered goods. 

The flames quickly spread and for a 
time it looked as if the adjoining bulld- 
ings would be lost, By hard work this 
was prevented. 

The fire was first discovered by Police- 
man Pony Reed. He was covering his 


, beat-when he passed Crutcher’s place and 


detected smoka He stepped into the 
Street and saw a cloud of yellow smoke 
curling out of the front windows. 

In all haste he ran to box 41 and sent 
in the alarm. The bell at the fire depart- 
ment headquarters was out of order, and 
the register showed box 31, The firemen 
went to the corner of Alabama and Pryor 
street, but later discovered a mistake had 
been made. 3 

They turned and went to the scene of 
the fire. Several streams were turned on 
the flames in the front part of the store 
in a few minutes, and after a short time 
a hose was carried to the rear end of the 
store, entering the side on Auburn ave- 
nue, and the firemen climbed to the top 
of the building and fought the flames 
from that place. 

The flames spread rapidly upward and 
broke out of the front windows and the 
roof, The water thrown from above ran 
through the floors and into the sales- 
room of the furniture company on the 
first floor, great pieces of plastering fall- 
ing on handsome mirrors and water soak- 
ing into lounges and sofas, 

Pools formed on the floor and = ran 
through to the stock of hardware in the 
basement owned by the King Hardware 
Company. The damage done to the hard- 
ware cannot be estimated, as an examli- 
nation could not be made at that time. 

The Crutcher Furniture Company was 
moving-.out and the King Hardware Coni- 
pany moving in. Mr. crutcher, who haa 
been notified of the fire, came to the scene 
and said that his stock was greatly re- 
duced, and he had only half of what ho 
usually carried. 

J. L. King, brother to the proprisior of 
the hardware company, stated thar they 
had moved all the stock of the Clarke 
Hardware Company, valued at $100,000, in- 
to the store, and a great deal of the 
original King Hardware Company stucd. 
All of this was packed in the basement. 

The fire burned fiercely for several iain- 
utes. The flames leaped high in the air 
and sent showers of sparks all over the 
adjoining buildings, A light breeze sprang 
up, and seemed to increase with the fury 
of the flames. 

Ladders were plaged at the front of the 
building, and firemen were there. Hose 
were carried up the stairway at the side 
and ont) the roof from the rear. The 
chemical engines were used to good ad- 
vantage, and in a great deal shorter time 
than was cxpected the fire was complete- 
ly under control. 

In the.meantime the police offiecrs in 
the street were doing good work in keep- 
ing the crowd back. Windows were being 
broken above, and the glass came sliding 
down the awning, making it dangerous 
for any one to stand near. 

The police passed constantly up and 
down the lines, and preserved good ordet 
all through the excitement. 

Several mien in negligee attire were at- 
tracted by the light, and came to witness 
the destruction. 

At 2 o’zleck the fire was out, and the 
men returned to the headquarters, aftcr 
a hard night’s work. The water pressure 
was zood all the time, and every.hing 


worked perfectly.

BAKER'S RESPITE 


Order, as Forecasted 10 Constitution, 
Issued Yesterday, 


-TRIAL ON ISSUE OF SANITY 


Judge Candler will Probably Set the 
Case Today. 


EO 


RESPITE GRANTED FOR THIRTY DAYS 


Doubt as to Baker’s Mental Condition 
Decided the Governor To De- 
lay the Sentence. 


At noon yesterday Governor Candler 
placed his signature to the order respit- 
ing James L, Baker until September 21st, 


to allow the condemned man to be taken 
before a jury summoned to try the issue 
of his sanity. As announcéd in The Con- 
stitution of yesterday morning, the coun- 
sel for Baker had no difficulty in securing 
from a physician an affidavit to the ef- 
fect, in his opinion, Baker was not of 
sound mind, and should he taken before 
the court in order that his degree of men- 
tal responsibility might be determined. 
Two affidavits to this effect were pre- 
sented to Governor Candler by Attorney 
Lee Langley yesterday mofning, signed 
by Drs. Curtis, of Atlanta, and Daniel, 
of Griffin. Both physicians stated over 
their signatures that in their opinion 
Baker was insané, 

On the strength of the affidavits be- 
fore him, Governor Candler did not hes- 
itate longer and, as predicted, he issued 
an order at once to the sheriff of Fulton 
county directing that the sentence of 
death be delayed for thirty days. The 
order respiting Baker is as follows: 

Executive Office, Atlanta, Ga., Au- 
gust 21, 1900.—To the Sheriff of Ful-

HAMES FAILED 10. 
APPEAR FOR TRIAL 


Man Accused of False Swearing Sald 
To Have Skipped. 


OTHERS WANTED ARE MISSING 


It Is Charged Hames Was Released 
on a Forged Bond, 


STRAW BOND GANG DID A BIG BUSINESS 


Thousands of Dollars Thus Intangi-. 
bly Represented, and Many Will 
Have To Hustle New Bail. 


In The Constitution of last Wednesday 
appeared an account of the arrest and 
imprisonment of W. L. Hames, charged 
with false swearing. The alleged offense 
consisted in making false depositions to 
the tax coilector with reference to the 
cwnership of certain property. The prose- 
ecution witness was John Corrigan, assist- 
ant to Solicitor Eugene Black, who ac 
cused Hames of getting a good property 
rating at the tax office by trickery and 
perjury, in order that he might l{ye at 
ease as a profesional bondsman. Justice 
Bateman, upon continuing tke case from 
August l4th to the 21st, at the request of 
the attorneys for the defense, fixed 
Hames’s bail at $500, which he was unable 
to g@ive for two or thre days, when his 
lawyers, Glenn & Garner, presented a 
bond purporting to have been signed by 
G. W. Webb, a well-to-do citizen of De- 
Kalb county. The bond was accompanied 
by a certifizate from the comptroller gen- 
eral that Webb paid taxes on a certain 
amcunt of property, and witnessed by 
Julius L. Brown, of Atlanta, as notary 
public. It was accepted by Justice Bate- 
man without question, and Hames was 
re:eeasd from jail. 

Immediately after Hames made the 
bond, Mr. Corrigan began an investiga- 
tion of the responsibility of the bonds- 
man. He found that G. W. Webb, of De- 
Kalb county, was gilt-edged, and was 
ruzzled to know why he had gone on the 
bond of such a person as Hames, whom 


portunity to leave town. Mr. Corrigan 
hired a livery rig, and taking a witness 
along, called at the residence of Mr. 
Webb in the adjoining county. When 
asked about the bend, Mr. Webb express- 
ed surprise and sald there must be some 
mistake. He denied havirg signed 4a 
bond for Hames or any one else. 

Aired with the evidence of the alleged 
forgery. Mr. Corrigan was proceeding to 
have Hames rearrested, when it was 
learned that he had disapeared. The at- 
torneys for the mising man promised to 
have him in court when the: case was 
called Tuesday morning at 10 o'clock, and 
the newspaper reporters were asked toa 
say nothing about Hames’s absence and 
the alleged forgery, as it was hoped he 
could. be induced to come back and stand 
trial. Sensational testimony: was known 
to be on the taps for Tuesday. 

When the case against Hames for felse 
swearing was called in Justice Bateman’s | 
court vesterday morning, L. J. Glenn, of 
the firm of Glenn & Garner, counsel for 
the defendant, announced tkat his client 
was not in the city. He said he thought 
Hames was in Gadsden, Ala. The prose- 
cution, represented by Eugene Black, 
Hudson More and John Corrigan, had an- 
nounced ready for trial. Justige Bate- 
nian spoke severely of the action of 
Hames and certain others whom he 
thcught were evidently aiding and abet- 
ting him, and said no efforts would be 
spared to bring trem to justice. He sent 
Hames’s bond to the superior court to be 
forfeited. 

It is charged by John Corrigan that 
several others besides Hames are in the 
straw bail game as a lucrative profession, 
end he natnes W. C. Web, A. J. Mullins 
and John T. Garner, one of Hames’s law- 
yers, as the latters’ confederates. All of 
these parties, it Is said, have folded their 
tents like the Arab since Hames was ar- 
rested and Thea Constitution exp8sed their 
methods in an 'nterview with John Cor- 
rigan. W. C. Webb, one of the elusive 
quartet, is a relative of G. W. Webb, of 
DeKalk county. It is believed by the 
prosecution that it was he who forged the 
name of his kinsman to the bond and 
went with the document to the comp- 
troller and the notary public representing 
himself as G. W. Webb. Mr. Corrigan 
says there is a marked difference in the 
signatures of G. W. Webb, appearing on 
the two separate documents, and that it 
is probable two men instead of one were 
guilty of the forgery. The charges for 
which warants are out against the four 
men named, are forgery, conspiracy and 
feise swearing. 

The straw syndicate that Hames 
belonged to did a thriving bonding busi- 
nes in petty justices’ cases, and in fur- 
nishing bonds for bailiffs and other offi- 
cers. It is said the gang is on bonds rep- 
resenting several thcusand dollars, in 
force at the present time. Since the secu- 
rity is bogus and straw of the rankest 
kind; it seems likely that a good many 
pecple will be hunting new bondsmen in 
Atlanta this week. The method employed

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FRANKLIN'S HEAYYSENTENCE 


He Was Given Thirty Days for Wife 
Beating. 


HE WAS MADE AN EXAMPLE OF 


While in a Drunken Condition Bud 
Franklin Beat His Wife in a 
Cruel Fashion. 


Bud Franklin, of 33 Ella street, was ar- 
rested by the police last Sunday night 
and brought to the police station and a 
charge of disorderly conduct booked 
against him. The charge included wife 
beating and creating a disturbance in the 
neighborhood. Several witnesses appear- 
ed against him and the acting recorder 
sent him to the stockade for thirty days 
without a money fine. 

Franklin had been down town Saturday 
night and loaded up on beer and corn 
whisky. He reached home about lil 
o’clock and waked up his wife by abusing 
her. He tore up clothing in the house 
and abused his children and waked up all 
the neighbors. . 

Finallv he was quieted and retired for 
the night. Sunday morning he resumed 
the abusive attitude and continued it for 
the entire day. 

He was standing on the back veranda 
and fell out on the ground from the cf- 
fects of the whisky he had drunk. He ac- 
cused his wife of pushing him off and 
beat her. Her cries alarmed the neigh- 
bors, but they were afraid to interfere. 

Sunday night he beat her about the face 
and used profane language in addressing 
her. Finally an officer was sent for and 
the man arrested. 

When he appeared in police court yes- 
terday afternoon to answer the charges 
many of the neighbors and his wife were 


present to testify against him. All of the 
testimony was against him and told of the 
cruel manner in which he had treated his 
wife. 

Mrs. Franklin refused to testify. Her 
eyes were black and her ilps badly 
swollen. The marks were the effect of 
blows delivered by her husband, the wit- 
nesses said, 

Franklin gaid he was guilty of the 
charges and asked the court to be lenient 
with him. 

“Tf your honor please I was crazy from 
the effects of the whisky and beer I had 
drank. I do not abuse my wife when f 
am sober and I am just as sorry for this 
as I can be. If you will let me off this 
time I promise never to do this way 
again.” 

Several of the officers present said that 
Franklin had been in court several times 
befor. on similar charges and his wife 
had always paid him out of the stockade. 

In passing sentence Acting Recorder 
Day said: 

“Mr. Franklin, you could be bound over 
on a charge of wife beating, but the offi- 
cers are not disposed to be severe on you. 
Your offense is a very grave one and I am 
going to be as severe on you here ag I 
possibly can. I sentence you to serve 
thirty days in the stockade and not liet 
you pay a fine or let your wife pay it for 
you. If you ever come here again on 
such a eharge I hope you will be bound 
over and get the full limit of the law.” 

All of the neighbors and the wife left 
the courtroom together, the wife giving 
her husband one last look as he was led 
into the waiting room to await the arrival 
of the stockade van.

Insurance Paper Prints a Story About 
Eddie McKissick His Friends 


Will Enjoy. 


Asheville, N. C., August 21.—(Special.)— 
In the last issue of The Louisville Insur- 
ance Field an article appeared in refer- 
ence to the Battery Park hotel, which has 
caused a great deal of amusement De- 
cause it {ts historically inaccurate in 
every way. The article is as follows: 

“Quite a number of Southern under- 
wrivergs are spending thelr vacation at 
Battery Park, Asheville. It does seem a 
queer start to find high in the mountains 
of North Carolina a hotel named ‘Battery 
Park.’ I asked McKissick, the gentleman 
proprietor, why Battery Park hotel. Said 
he: ‘After the battery, my boy. Come out 
here and I will show you the old breast- 
works and the remains of the fort. Yes,’ 
he added, ‘you had as well take your um- 
brella. No guarantee ageinst rain today. 
However,’ he continued, hastily, consult- 
ing his watch, ‘it is after the hour; but 
d—d if I don't get mixed myself abcut 
this rain business. Come on.’ He led tile 
way from the hotel yamen past the east 
wing to the brow of the lofty kopje, upon 
which the hotel stands, and here could be 
seen the remains of a rude earthwork in- 
tended to comm the city of Asheville 
and the crossing of the French Broud., 
The view from this point was beautiful 
in the extreme, and romantic enough to 
have satisfied the spooniest of lovers. Far 
away in front, the rolling clouds naif ob- 
scured the tops of the great kopjes, whose 
tops, crowned with eternal snow, glitter- 
ed with iridescent color neath the last 
rays of the sinking sun. I was deeply af- 
fected by the beauty and solemnity of 
that scene. 

‘* ‘Here,’ said Colonel McKissick, ‘is 
where the dear old guns were placed with 
which we were prepared to defend our 
dear homes. The yankees never caMic. 
Lucky for them.’ 

“I was interested in the old relic of the 
great war, and made inquiries. I heard 
that near about the cluse of the war, 
when the conscription limit was fixed at 
between the ages of sixteen and sixty, 
certain public-spirited citizens of Ashe- 
ville conceived the idea of forming a home 
guard, which, while enabling them to de- 
tend their homes, would alsu keep them 
at home for that defense. Colone] McKis- 
sick was made captain, some old Mexican 
pieces were mounted and a lot of tine 
North Carolina foxhounds were trained as 
sentries, so that the company need only 
form at meals. I can find no record of 
their ever having engaged the enemy. it 
is said that Sherman’s army, moving to 
Columbia, S. C., made a special detour to 
avoid this battery It was due to the in- 
accessible nature of the country, that not 
until nearly a year after the war was 
over the tidings of Lee’s surrender reach- 
ed Asheville. This news was brought 
there by\ Mr. Frank Coxe, who was then 
rromee ng through the mountains of 

Yorth Carolina. Mr. Coxe was so im- 
pressed with the _ self-sacrifice of this 
band of heroes, who stood by their homes 
during the whole bloody war, that he 
erected the hotel as a memoria! of their 
singular intrepidity and love of country. 
The hotel was named Battery Park, and 
McKissitk, the old commander, 
was placed in charge. He is there yet, 
by the old battery.”’

LABOR DAY CELEBRATION 


That Labor Day this year will be cel- 
ebrated in Atlanta in a manner never 
before attempted jin the history of organ- 
ized labor in the south, is a certainty. 
For the past few months the Labor Day 
committee, together with its sub-commit- 
tees, has been industriously at work pre- 
paring for the occasion. The plans for 
the celebration have now practically all 
been arranged, and but a few minor de- 
tails remain to be settled. 

At a meeting of the executive com- 
mittee held last evening reports from sev- 
eral sub-committees were presented. 
Chairman Gordon Johnson, of the amuse- 
ment commalittee, submitted an estimate of 
wriges to be awarded. After several 
minor changes this was adopted. 

As a result the union making the best 
appearance in the parade will be present- 
ed with a handsome silver gavel and 
sounding board; a first and second prize 
of a gavel will be awarded the unions 
having the most appropriate floats: and 
first. second and third prizes will be 
awarded the merchauc:s having the best 
representation in the parade. It is prob- 
able that the winners will be presented 
with medals or handsomely framed diplo- 
mas. 

The prizes for the winners in the amuse- 


ments at the park will be as followst 

Foot Race—First prize, a pair of shoes: 
second prize, a hat; third prize, a pair 
of shoes, 

Sack Race—First prize, an umbrella; 
second prize, a pair of shoes; third prize, 
a box of cigars. 

Ladies’ Foot Race—First prize, a ring; 
second prize, a parasol.

During the session of the committee 
Harry L. Schlesinger stated that, as ful- 
Iy 5,000 people would be in the parade, 
additional bands should be secured. ‘““We 
need at least five more bands,” said he, 
and the committee on music was instruct- 
ed to make contracts with that number 
in addition to the three bands .and two 


drum corps already secured. 

Every effort will be made to induce 
delegations to attend from adjoining 
towns to take part in the celebration 
here. Messrs. J. W. Bridwell, Jerome 
Jones and W. C. Puckett, as a committee 
of three, will visit Macon on Sunday to 
present a personal invitation to the labor 
organizations of that city. P. H. Moore 
is now in Rome and will interest the la- 
bor unions at that place in the matter, 
while C."H. Pancost will go to Tallapoosa, 
and C. CC, Houston to Lithonia and Stone 
Mountain on similar errands. 

Upon the suggestion of C. C. Houston 
special invitations will be sent to the 
business houses of the city. A commit- 
tee of three, consisting of C. C. Houston, 
Harry L. Schlesinger and Jerome Jones 
wil] visit the acting postmaster here to 
ask that the postoffice be closed on Labor 
Day so as to allow the carriers a holiday. 
All factories and business houses in the 
city will be requested to close for the 
—_. 

Chairman Bridwell reported that the 
contract for constructing the handsome 
float to represent the Atlanta Federation 
of Trades had been let and work on it 
will begin at once. He was of the opin- 
ion the work would be done in the course 
of two weeks at the latest. 

One of the handsomest banners ever 
seen in the city will be that which is to 
represent the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades in the Hne of march. The ban- 
ner has been received by the committee 
and placed on exhibition in one of the 
windows of M. R. Emmons & Co., on 
Whitehall street, where it has attracted 
considerable attention and caused much 
favorable comment. 

The banner cost $125 and was contracted 
for by a special committee composed of 
H. F. Garrett. chairman; J. W. Brid- 
well, Jerome Jones, Scott Smith, William 
Strauss, J. C. Burnett, George Gowan 
and 8. C. Rathers, By those who have 
seen it. the banner is pronounced in every 
way deserving of a prominent place in the 
parade. 

The banner is constructeq of three 
pieces and is made of red, white and blue 
satin trimmed with heavy -gold fringe. 
Two hands clasped make the centerpiece 
with the inscription, “In Union There Is 
Strength” immediately above. Below this 
design is the motto “Labor Omnia Vin- 
cit." Heavy tassels hang from the ban- 
ner which is mounted upon a pole sur- 
mounted with a star. 

Merchants all over the city appear to 
have taken a keen interest in the prepa- 
rations that are being made for the cel-

bration of Labor Day. This has been 
evinced by the ready and cheerful man- 
ner in which donations to the Labor Day 
fund have been made. The members 
of the committee appointed by the gener- 
al committee to solicit money to be used 
in making the celebration a success have 
me}, with gratifying encouragement and 
Only $1,000 is needed to cover all the 
necessary expenses of the parade and ex- 
excises. From the manper in which the 
$1,500, which is now in hand, has been 
subscribed, there js every reason to be- 
lieve that the full amount will have been 
donated within the course of the next 
few days. 

As last year, the Labor Day exercises 
will be held at Grant park. The grounds 
are now in splendid condition and the 
indications are that the park will be 
thronged with many thousand people on 
the afternoon of September 3d. The 
Speakers will deliver their addresses from 
the floor of the band stand and benches 
will’ be placed about the stand for the 
accommodation of a large number who 
are expected to hear the various ora- 
tors. . 

President J. W. Bridwell, of the Atlanta 
Federation of Trades, will be master of 
ceremonies. He will introduce all the 
speakers. Frank Foster, of Boston, Mass., 
will be orator of the day and will speak 
on ‘“‘Labor Day and Its Significance.’’ He 
will arrive in Atlanta on Sunday, Sep- 
tember 2d, and will be met at the train 
by a special committee and escorted to 
his apartments at the hotel. 

The following are the speakers in the 
order in which they will make their ad-

Governor Candler, Mayor Woodward, 
Frank Foster, C. T. Ladson, representing 
the Federation of Trades; C. A. Collier, 
of the Atlanta Business Men’s League, 
and H, H. Cabaniss. 

After the speaking the Fifth regiment 
band will give a concert at the park 
and during the afternoon a number of 
games will be indulged in. It is proba- 
ble that an exciting game of ball between 
two crack teams of local players will be 
a feature of the day. Chairman G. E. 
Johnson, of the amusement committee, 
and his colleagues have been actively at 
work during the past few weeks arrang- 
ing an interesting programme. for the 
entertainment of the lovers of sports. 

In the evening, after the exercises at 
Grant park, a ball will be given in the 
agricultural building at Piedmont park, 
and it is expected that this will be large- 
ly attended. The preparations for the 
affair have all been made and 1,100 tickets 
have been placed on sale. It is believed 
that the ball will prove an unusually ap- 
propriate rounding out of a day enjoya- 
bly spent by the labor people of At- 
lanta. 

Naturally a great amount of interest 
centers about the big parade which is to 
be a feature of the Labor Day celebration. 
It is expected that the procession will be 
divided into five or six sections, possibly 
more. A chief marshal, an honorary mar- 
shal of the day, together with five aids, 
have already been selected, and these 
gentlemen will have charge of the details 
of the parade. 

Every union affiliated with the federa- 
tion will be represented in the line of 
march. A majority will have handsome 
and appropriate floats, while all will have 
banners made especially for the occasion. 
The procession will doubtless be one of 
the largest and m~p3t tmposing sights 
witnessed in the city and its magnitude 
may be imagined when it is understood 
that many quarrymen from Lithonia, 
delegations of glass blowers from Talla- 
poosa, some 5,000 members of city unions, 
six or eight bands and drum corps, union 
floats, floats representing local and out-of- 
town merchants and manufacturers, to- 
gether with a large number of guests 
from adjoining towns, will take part in 
the parade. . 

Everything in the parade will be hand- 
somely decorated with bright bunting. 
There will be flags, banners and badges 
galore. It is expected that all the mer- 
chants along the line of march will deco- 
rate their places of business in honor of 
the occasion and give their employees a 
holiday or half holiday that they may en- 
joy the day. It is believed that all the 
large factories will shut down. Both the 
governor and mayor will be requested to 
issue proclamations declaring the day @ 
holiday. 

The committee on music of the general 
Labor Day eommittee has already con- 
tracted with local bands and these and 
possibly others will be in the parade. The 
Fifth regiment band will probably head 
the procession. The firemen’s drum corps 
will have a conspicuous place in the pro- 
cession. There will be Miller’s band, the 
Dixie band and another drum corps to 
furnish music for the parade. Other 
bands of from fifteen to twenty-four 
pieces are to be secured for the occa- 
sion. 

At a recent meeting of the Labor Day 
committee William Robinson was élected 
chief marshal of the day. Messrs. W. C. 
Puckett, D. W. Irby, Scott Smith, J. B. 
Hewitt and Harry Morgan were selected 
as aids, while the office of honorary mar- 
shal of the day was created for the ex- 
press purpose of honoring Harry Schles- 
inger, who has been one of the most 
enthusiastic members of the committee 
preparing for the observance of Labor 
Day. Mr. Schlesinger has attended every 
meeting of his committee and has ren- 
dered invaluable assistance. The other 
members of the committee were unani- 
mous in desiring to show their apprecia- 
tion of his efforts in behalf of Labor Day 
and insisted that he accept the office 
of honor which had been created. 

P. H. Moore, who did much to make 
the Labor Day celebration a success last 
year, has been elected chief marshal of 
figats, and under his advice and direction 
it is confidently believed that this feat- 
ure of the parade will be something in 
the nature of a surprise to many who 
have been under the erroneous impres- 
sion that an old dray and a handful of 
red, white and blue bunting constitute a 
float. 

Next Saturday evening during the ses- 
sion of the general Labor Day committee 
all unions that expect to take paft in the 
parade will draw for position in the line 
of march. This matter was deferred un- 
til almost the last moment so as to allow 
all the untons an opportunity to prepare 
for the celebration. The merchants who 
/desire to be represented in the parade 
will be accorded a separate division and 
will be given every opportunity to make

Both sides are represented 
by able attorneys and it is expected that 
the case, when it comes on to be heard 
before judge and jury, will prove of more 
than ordinary interest, as the verdict, 
whatever it may be, will doubtiess 
have much to do with the future of sum- 
mer attire for men in Chicago.

Yesterday. 


REV. SIMPSON’S ADDRESS 


He Spoke Interestingly of His Ex- 
perience in Tibet. 


A CHINESE MANDARIN MADE TALK 


Dr. Wong, a Prominent Chinese Con- 
vert, Delivers an Address on 
the Conditions in China. 


The services in the auditorium at Pied- 
mont park yesterday, under the auspices 
of the Christian and Missionary Alliance, 
were fully up to the high standard of the 
last few days in point of attendance and 
interest; and today promises to surpass 
any day since the camp meeting began. 
Rev. A. B. Simpson, D.D., the president 
and most active spirit of the alliance, 
will arrive from New York this morning, 
accompanied by his wife, also a promi- 
nent alliance worker. Dr. Simpson has a 
national reputation as an evangelist, and 
the announcement that he is to speak 
usually results in immense congrega- 
tions. He is on the programme for a 
sermon tonight. Dr. Wong, the converted 
Chinese mandarin, who was a noted Con- 
fucian philosopher in his own country, 
as well as a leading physician, is also 
expected to arrive from New York to- 
day, accompanied by Dr. Woodbury, the 
missionary who was instrumental in 
leading him from heathenry. Dr. Wong 
is expected to take part in today’s exer- 
cises. The order from 9 to 12 o'clock 
is Bible teaching, and the afternoon will 
be largely devoted to missionary ad- 
dresses. At night there will be an old- 
fashioned revival. 

The sunrise prayer meeting at 6 o'clock 
yesterday was led by Rev. N. J. Holmes, 
of South Carolina, and Rev. R. J. Pike, 
of Atlanta, led the praise service at 8:30 
o'clock. 

At 9 o’clock Rev. 8S. J. McElroy, of 
South Carolina, delivered a convincing 
“ornate on “The Reasons for a Holy 

ife.’’ 

A beautiful song service was held at the 
beginning of the 10 o’clock service, led 
by Professor Charley Tillman and partic- 
ipated in by the Ohio quartet. Dr. FE. E. 
Marsh, of England, followed with a strong 
discourse on “Sanctification by Blood,” 
as illustrated in the cleansing of the leper 
in the fourteenth chapter of Leviticus. 
He explained by the scriptural symbols 
how the believer is set apart to God in 
the death of Christ as to his worship, 
work and walk. 

Rev. D. W. Kerr, of Ohio, gave a most 
helpful talk on “The Christ Life, or the 
Secret of Practical Christian Living,’’ 
after which the forenoon exercises closed 
with an inspiring duet by Professor Till- 
man and Miss Lizzie Lewis, of Atlanta. 

The afternoon exercises opened with a 
missionary prayer meeting at 1:30'clock, 
conducted by Rev. R. G. Codding, the 
returned alliance missionary from north 
Africa. 

The most notable feature of the day 
was the missionary addresses by Rev. 
and Mrs. W. W. Simpson, lately returned 
home from their dangerous mission sta- 
tion in Tibet. Mr. and Mrs. Simpson 
reached Atlanta yesterday morning via 
Savannah, whence they had arrived from 
Maine by water. Their remarks. were 
eagerly listened to and aroused the true 
missionary spirit in the hearts of their 
hearers. The mission established in Tibet 
by the Simpsons was the only one inside 
the borders of that bloody and barbarous 
land, and since they left there it has 
been destroyed and the missionary in 
charge had to escape for his life. The 
Tibetan costumes worn by Mr. and Mrs. 
Simpson are the only ones in the United 
States, and add to the interest of their 
lectures. Their talks will be a feature 
of the camp meeting every day until its 
close. a 

From 3 to 4 o’clock W. B. Blackstone, 
of Chicago, gave an illustrated lecture 
on India, which was largely historical 
and very fully explained the needs of the 
work in that vast famine and plague 
stricken field. Mr. Blackstone is peculiar- 
ly familiar with the mission situation “™ 
India, having traveled there extensively 
and aided the work substantially by build- 
ing a mission house in memory of his 
mother and daughter. His excellent maps 


and charts greatly simplified his explana- | 


| 


tion of the Indian situation. 

Rev. A. S. Worrell, of Louisville, Ky., 
followed with a powerful spiritual ser- 
mon, and the afternoon services in the 
auditorium were concluded with Rev. 
D. M. Myland’s third lecture on “Divine 
Healing.’’ These lectures are attracting 
much attention. 

A fair sized crowd listened to the alli- 
ance street service near the Grady monu- 
ment at 5 o’clock and many held up their 
hands for prayer. 

At 6:30 Mrs. Wooten led an interesting 
“terrace,” or outdoor meeting, in the 
park. At the same hour the young ladies 
assembled in the auditorium, where a 
prayer meeting of their own was conduct- 
ed by Mesdames Todd and Davis. 

The night service was, as the salva- 
tionists would say, “a hallelujah time.”’

CROP OUTLOOK GLOOMY: 
RAIN IS BADLY NEEDED 


Following is a summary of crop condi- 
tions contained in the United States crop 
bulletin for the week ending Monday, 
August 20, 1900: s 

The week has been characterized by a 
continuation of the dry and hot weather, 
with maximum temperatures ranging 
from 9% to 104 degrees. A few heavy show- 
ers have occurred over, limited areas, and 
were beneficial, except' in some counties 
where crops were badly washed and 
prostratei by wind. The 
crop situation remains 


the outlo.sk is gloomy unless gencral, 
soaking rains come immediately. Cotton 
indicates no improvement; it is opening 
rapidly and prematurely, rust and shed- 
ding continue, and the prospects are dis- 
couraging. Picking has become general 
in quite a number of counties. Peas, cane, 
sweet potatoes ani minor crops suffer 
from the effects of the drouth, and are 
sorely in need of moisture. Late corn 
has been cut off to a considerable extent, 
uplands are in fairly good shape in the 
majority of counties. Gardens have been 
largely abandoned; pastures are falling 
and stock suffers. The apple crop is poor, 
apd the prospects of a good grape yiela 
‘have been lessenéd. Harvesting of rice 
has begun in McIntosh county. 

Bartow—Dry and hot; some scattering 
showers; some land being turned, al- 
though very hard; fodder pulling begun. 

Catoosa—Crops somewhat revived by 
showers; cotton, corn and pasturage 
helped; turnip sowing progressing. 

Chattooga—Cotton shedding badly; corn 
poor; no fodder pulled; peaches all 
shipped, :eturns satisfactory. 

Cherokce—Crops suffering; cotton rust- 
ing and shedding; corn on creek bottoms 
nearly a failure; pastures need rain. 

Cobb—Crops seriously injured bv con- 
tinued dry weather: very few turnip seed 
sown yet; cotton shedding. 

Dawson—Very tight and partial showers 
have fallen; cottton overcomes the heat 
better than corn; rain badly needed. 

Fannin—Parts of county suffering seri- 
ously for rain; a few local showers have 
fallen; crops burning up. 

Ficyd—Pastures very dry, stock suffer- 
ing; great deal of hay being saved; local 
showers have helped in some sections. 

Franklin—Crops doing well at present; 
foddder pulling going on; very litttle cot- 
ton open yet; sorghum being made. _. 

Gilmer—Past week very favorable to 
cre ps. 

Gordon—No rain; crops not suffering 
materially, but wopld be benefited by 
rain; grapes rotting; page dagger 

Gvinnettt—Drought is cut®ing off late 
corn; cottton failing; too dry to sow tur- 
nip seed. 

Hall—Hot and sultry, with local show- 
ers; cotton rusting and beginning to shed; 
cene fair; potatoes good; foddder ready to 
pull. 

Hart—Fine local rains; crops generally 
doing well; ' peas and late cotton fairly 
good; sweet potatoes going to vines. 

Jackson—Upland corn good, bottom 
corn poor; cottton beginning to open, well 
fruited, full yield expected; other crops 
doing well.

Whitfield—Too dry for turnips; cotton 
not fruiting well; early corm good; stock 
doing well; gardens drying. 

Wilkes—Upland corn good; pea crop 
good, also gardens and pastures; cotton 
needs rain; weather hot and dry. 

Baldwin—Another hot, dry week; all 
creps suffering; much fodder saved; cane 
being ground;'cottton opening premature- 
ly. 
Bibb—General rains needed for all crops; 
cotton shedding.

minor crops need rain badly. 

Burke—Extremely hot and dry; every 
crop suffering; peas and pastures failing 
rapidly; cotton crop cut off considerably.
